OBITUARY.

Raymond Theodore Troplong.

Yesterday we recelved Intelligence of the
death of Haymond Theodore Troplong, « osle.
brated French maglstrate and jarisconsult, &
Benator, and member of the National Institale,
He was borp at Salnt Gaudens, In the Dapart-
ment of Hante Garonnse, October B, 1789,
and received his degrees as advooate shorily
afler ihe wsecond restoration, In 1519 he
first entered npon magleterial datles at
Alencon, He then recelved an appointment
88 Crown Attorney atSartene, and snbsequently
oceupled other importast positions at Bustla
and Nancy, Alter recelvl the appolatment
of President of the Chambers at the same
ocourt, Mops. Troplong wat honored in 1831 with
the decoration of the lon of Honor, and
wae, in November, 1835, called to the itlon of
QCounselior of the Court of App These
rapld promotions were mainly dae to the great
repuotation nequired by his writlnge. Oa July
4, 1846, he was elevated Lo Lthe dignity of Peer of
France, On the death of Baron Heguier, he
wag, by R decree of Deo. 22, 1818, appointed Lo fill
the dutles of First President of the Coart ef
Paris. Under the Becond Empire, M, Troploug
has recelved Lthe highest honors. In Jao,, 1853,
he was promoted lo Lhe Senate, and became lis
Vice-Presldent, and Presldenl two years
snbsequently. Dee, 080, W61, he recelved
the Grand Cross of the Leglon of Honor, Binoe
1862 he filled Lthe pince of the Firal President of
the Courl of Appeals, In the plags of Mons
Portales. In 1854 e was elected member of the
Academy of Morals aond Political Belemce, in
the place of Monps. Daunon, and was also
chosen as & member of the commission Lo al-
tend to the regulations of the opera. The ohief
work of M, Troplong 18 "The Ulvll Code Kx-

Inlped.” 28 volumes, Among other works of

. Troplong we may mention ""The Influence
of Christianily on Roman Civil Law,"” “Tne
Power of the Biate in Educational Matters,”
*On Property,” M. Troplong also contributed
to a npumberof the leading periodicals, In spite
of some fanits of method, the success of M.
Troplong's works was very remarkable, and
his loss al the present time will be felt by the
whole nation.—N. ¥. €.

“The continued wet of the past week hasserved
to keep much land under wa'er, bul where
there in some elevation and nataral dralnage
1t is surprising to ind the ground in compara-
tively good workiog order. Muooh of this is to
be attributed Lo the nnmerous Nssnres made in
the soll during the drought, and the constant
sotion of those subterranean workers, the
worms, and thelr muxilbiaries, Bulthesaperfoial
damp nod warmih, coupled with the natural
tendency of all nu«'ln to germinate in nprlnf.
bave made It next to lmpossible Lo send well-
conditioned samples to market, Hence heavi-
pess has been the order of Lheaay, and with
the Noithern ports gradually openlng in Ea-
rope, & sort of paralysls has come over the en-
tire corn trade, more depressing to the values
of spring corn than wheat, for the reason that
it bas re'allvely been higher; and antil March
comes Lo our hallp. with 1ts suirring breeses, we
may remain dull, All caloulations have be-
oome unsottled, from the unnsual weather;
but itseems (hat some thirly yearssinos, al
this wseason, the wrulgnlopl bhad grown
so rank that they bad to be mown, Asirono-
mers tell us thero 1s a remarkable gathering of
spols in the sun, and that this disturbance of
our central luminary s always conneoted with
magnetioc variations, and slbly with eleotric
action. If ko, we must take onr fate LIl natare
reverts Lo her primitive slmplicity, get through
the phenomena a8 well as we oan, and leave the
